To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  town  of  Goffstown  qualified  to  vote  in 
town  affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  town  house  hi  said 
town  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  March  next  at  ten  of  the  clock 
in  the  forenoon  to  act  upon  the  following  subjects  : 

1 .  To  choose  a  town  clerk  for  the  ensuing  year. 

2.  To  choose  three  selectmen  for  the  ensuing  year. 

3.  To  choose  a  treasurer  for  the  ensuing  }^ear. 

4.  To  choose  all  other  necessaiy  town  officers  for  the  en- 
suing year. 

5.  To  see  how  much  money  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  for  all 
necessary  town  charges,  for  the  support  of  schools,  and  for 
building  new  and  repairing  highways,  sidewalks  and  bridges, 
and  for  the  support  of  the  poor  for  the  ensuing  year. 

6.  To  see  how  much  money  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  to 
decorate  soldiers'  graves. 

7.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  instruct  the  selectmen  to 
accept  of  a  new  highway  when  properly  constructed  by  the 
County  of  Hillsborough,  beginning  at  a  point  twenty-six  feet 
('26  ft.)  north  of  the  northerly  end  of  the  west  line  fence  of 
said  Hillsborough  county  farm  on  the  southerly  side  of  the 
"Mast  Road"  so  called,  and  continuing  in  an  easterly  direction 
to  a  post  at  the  northerly  end  of  the  wall  on  the  west  side  of  the 
lane  leading  southerly  to  the  pasture  just  south  of  the  barn. 

8.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  instruct  the  selectmen  to 
discontinue  and  throw  up  so  much  of  the  "Mast  Road"  as  said 
new  highway,  when  properly  constructed,  shall  take  the  place 
of  between  the  two  points  above  mentioned. 

9.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  elect  a  board  of  trustees 
who  shall  have  the  care  and  management  of  the  Village  and 
Center  cemeteries. 

10.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  adopt  a  set  of  by-laws, 
governing  such  board  and  providing  for  the  future  election  of 
trustees,  care  of  funds,  etc. 

1 1 .  To  see  how  much  money  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  for 
the  benefit  of  Rogers  P>ee  Library. 

12.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  appropriate  the  sum  of 
three  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  to  finish  the  attic  of  the  Town 
hall  at  Goffstown  Center  suitable  for  a  banquet  hall,  or  make 
some  other  arrangement  for  that  purpose. 

13.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  towards  supply- 
ing water  at  the  cemetery  in  the  West  village.

To  the   Taxpayers  of  Gojjstpwn  : 

You  will  see  by  the  annexed  report  that  the  expense  of  keep- 
ing the  highways  and  bridges  in  repair  is  $1,217.73  more  than 
the  previous  year ;  this  is  largely  due  to  the  damaged  and  un- 
safe condition  of  the  highways,  occasioned  by  washouts  from 
the  heavy  rains.  In  some  localities  large  expenditures  of  money 
were  required  to  make  them  in  a  reasonable  safe  condition. 
The  bridge  at  the  village  has  been  re-planked  and  repaired,  and 
the  walk  widened  for  the  better  accommodation  of  the  public. 

You  will  see  that  the  appropriation  for  schools  is  $1,309.14 
(this  does  not  include  the  extra  school  tax)  more  than  the  pre- 
vious year.  This  is  on  account  of  a  change  that  has  been 
made  in  the  state  laws  in  regard  to  the  amount  of  money  a 
town  shall  raise  by  tax,  also  see  chapter  88,  section  14,  of  the 
public  statutes,  which  provides  that  all  money  arising  from  the 
taxation  and  licensing  of  dogs,  remaining  in  the  treasury  of 
the  town  on  the  first  day  of  April,  which  is  not  due,  or  has  not 
been  paid  for  damage  done  to  domestic  animals  by  dogs  shall 
be  applied  to  the  support  of  schools. 

Other  extra  expenditures  have  been  the  cost  of  buying  and 
placing  scenery  in  the  Center  hall,  the  cost  of  trying  the  Small 
case,  and  road  hearings  before  the  county  commissioners. 
These  unavoidable  expenditures  have  increased  the  town  debt 
about  $2,100.00. 

In  submitting  our  report,  we  think  this  explanation  may  be 
of  interest  to  you,  that  you  may  better  understand  the  reason 
for  the  increase  of  debt.

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  HEALTH. 


We  would  call  attention  to  the  following  rules  and  regula- 
tions established  by  the  State  Board  of  Health : 

Article  I.  Every  physician  practicing  medicine  in  this 
state  shall  report  at  once  to  the  local  board  of  health,  every 
case  of  cholera,  small  pox,  typhus  fever,  yellow  fever,  diphthe- 
ria, membranous  croup,  scarlet  fever,  typhoid  fever  and  mea- 
sles coming  under  his  care  or  observation. 

Art.  II.  Whenever  any  householder  knows  or  has  reason  to 
believe  that  any  person  within  his  family  or  household  has  either 
of  the  diseases  named  in  Article  I,  he  shall,  within  twenty-four 
hours,  if  no  physician  is  in  attendance,  give  notice  thereof  to 
the  local  board  of  health  of  the  town  or  city  in  which  he  resides, 
and  such  notice  shall  be  given  either  verbally  to  one  of  the 
health  officers,  or  by  a  communication  addressed  to  the  bdard 
of  health  and  duly  mailed  within  the  time  specified. 

Art.  III.  Local  boards  of  health,  upon  being  notified  of 
the  existence  of  any  of  the  diseases  named  in  Article  I,  shall 
immediately  placard  the  infected  house  in  a  conspicuous  man- 
ner, and  effectually  isolate  the  case  (and  the  family  if  deemed 
necessary) ,  in  accordance  with  instructions  already  issued,  or 
that  may  be  issued,  by  the,  state  board  of  health. 

Art.  X.  Local  boards  of  health  are  directed  to  exercise  a 
watchful  supervision  over  the  sanitary  condition  of  their  re- 
spective towns  and  cities,  and  to  abate  promptly  any  nuisance 
dangerous  to  the  public  health.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  local 
boards  of  health  to  make  frequent  sanitary  inspections,  and  also 
to  investigate  without  delay,  any  and  all  complaints,  either  writ- 
ten or  verbal,  relating  to  unsanitary  conditions.     Local  boards 
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of  health  shall  see  that  public  buildings,  railway  stations, 
schoolhouses,  etc.,  are  at  all  times  kept  in  a  good  sanitary 
condition . 

Art.  XI.  Local  boards  of  health  are  instructed  to  examine 
carefully  into  the  condition  of  public  water-supplies  and  their 
water-sheds,  aud  as  far  as  practicable  to  cause  to  be  removed 
any  and  all  conditions  contaminating  or  liable  to  contaminate 
such  supplies.  During  the  summer  months  frequent  examina- 
tions and  inspections  should  be  made. 

There  have  been  fourteen  cases  of  measles  reported  to  us, 
and  two  of  typhoid  fever. 

Both  cases  of  typhoid  were  attributable  to  the  use  of  well 
water  impregnated  with  impure  drainage. 

Complaints  have  been  made  to  us  in  several  cases  and  we 
have  caused  two  barn  cellars  and  several  vaults  to  be  cleaned 
and  more  properly  protected.

Miss  Phronie  Richards,  who  has  been 
assistant  since  opening  of  the  library,  has  moved  out  of  town 
and  we  are  deprived  of  her  services. 

The  library  has  been  closed  two  Saturdays  during  the    year. 

Some  new  shelves  have  been  procured,  furnishing  room  for 
about  400  volumes.

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  EDUCATION 

OF  THE  INDEPENDENT  DISTRICT. 


To  the  School  Committee  of  the  Town  of  Goffstown : 

The  Board  of  Education  for  the  Independent  District  present 
the  following  report. 

It  is  now  twenty  years  since  this  district  was  formed  by  the 
anion  of  Nos.  1  and  18.  No.  1  embraced  the  territory  south 
of  the  river  and  the  school  house  was  located  opposite  the  dwell- 
ing of  H.  H.  Hart  and  is  now  the  house  occupied  by  Mr.  Buck- 
land.  No.  13  was  north  of  the  river.  The  school  house  was 
of  brick  and  stood  where  Mr.  Corey's  house  now  stands. 

Many  of  you  remember  these  houses,  received  in  them  your 
early  education  and  can  verify  the  statement  made  by  the  super- 
intending committee  in  the  report  of  1871,  in  which  No.  1  is 
described  as  a  "disgrace  to  the  place"  and  of  No.  13  it  is  said  : 
"It  would  be  an  excellent  and  merited  punishment  to  cause  all  in 
this  district  who  oppose  a  new  school  house,  to  attend  school  in 
their  school  house  one  term.  Long  before  the  term  would  .expire 
they  would  be  willing  to  grant  almost  anything  that  should  be 
asked." 

This  condition  of  things  finds  its  explanation  undoubtedly, 
in  the  probability  of  union  which  was  accomplished  in  1873. 
The  old  houses  were  thereafter  unused  and  two  rooms  were  fit- 
ted up  in  the  town  hall  where  the  school  was  located  till  a  new 
house  should  be  erected.  Here  in  the  winter  of  1873-74, 
George  P.  Hadley  2nd,  and  Edna  V.  Carr  taught,  and  soon  af- 
ter, following  the  example  of  the  districts,  "the  two  became 
one." 

A  controversy  arose  respecting  the  location  of  the  new  house. 
The  people  north  of  the  river    advocated    the    site    of    the    old 
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house,  those  on  the  south  side  advocated  its  location  where 
Josiah  Warren's  house  now  stands.  The  contest  waxed  warm 
and  the  question  was  finally  settled  by  the  County  Commission- 
ers. A  hearing  was  had.  A  map  or  plan  of  the  district  was 
drawn  by  James  H.  Conner,  and  is  now  in  his  possession,  show- 
ing the  location  of  each  house  in  the  district,  the  distance  from 
each  to  the  proposed  locations,  and  this  with  every  fact  or  fan- 
cy that  ingenious  minds  could  conjure  up  were  presented  and 
pressed  upon  the  attention  of  the  Commissioners.  After  due 
considerations  both  sites  were  rejected  and  the  house  located 
where  it  now  stands. 

The  erection  of  a  new  house  was  now  entered  upon  and  in 
the  report  of  March  1875  we  read,  "  We  are  glad  to  report  the 
building  of  a  large  and  commodious  school  house  for  this  district. 
built  by  master  mechanics  and  pushed,  by  an  efficient  building 
committee  who  deserve  a  great  deal  of  credit  for  the  judicious 
manner  in  which  they  disposed,  of  their  trust,  and.  now  we  have 
only  to  hope  that  the  scholars  of  the  district  will  take  pride 
enough  in  the  good  repair  of  the  building  to  be  careful  not  to  mar 
it  in  any  way." 

These  "master  mechanics"  were  John  Carlton  and  sons, 
whose  work  still  speaks  their  praise.  The  "efficient  building- 
committee  "  was  Ziba  A.  Hoitt,  Robinson  Brown  and  T.  W. 
Richards ;  and  among  the  scholars,  to  whose  pride  the  appeal 
was  made  not  to  "  mar  the  house  in  any  way,"  are  some  who 
left  their  names  carved  upon  their  desks  as  proof  of  their 
skillful  use  of  the  jack-knife,  and  their  idea  of  careful  usage. 

The  building  and  lot  cost  $9,200,  of  which  $4,200  was  raised 
by  tax  that  year,  and  the  balance,  $5,000,  during  the  four  fol- 
lowing years.  In  1884,  the  house  was  repainted,  at  an  expense 
of  $202.75.  In  1886,  steam-heating  was  introduced,  costing 
$700.  In  1888,  ao  addition  was  erected  to  the  main  building, 
furnishing  two  additional  rooms,  one  of  which  was  fitted  up  for 
use,  requiring  an  expenditure  of  $2,300.  In  1890,  the  other 
room  was  fitted  up,  at  an  expense  of  $400.  In  1892,  the  lot 
was  enlarged  and  a  new  fence  built,  for  which  $500  was  raised  ; 
and  in  1893,  the  two  primary  rooms  were  sheathed  and  supplied 
with  slate  blackboards,  and  the  blackboards  in  the  other  rooms 
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repainted,  costing  $289.64  ;  a  total  expenditure  on  house  and 
lot  of  SI 3,500. 

The  house  is  supplied  with  precinct  water  for  the  use  of  the 
boiler  and  for  drinking  purposes,  and  is  in  excellent  order. 

The  district  was,  when  first  united,  under  the  supervision  of 
the  town  committee,  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Gerould  and  Bradford. 
In  1874,  Mr.  Gerould  gave  place  to  H.  E.  Newell,  and  in  1875 
he  and  Mr.  Bradford  were  succeeded  by  Dr.  George  and  Geo. 
P.  Hadley,  2d.  This  year  the  Legislature  passed  an  act  estab- 
lishing an  independent  district.  In  1876,  the  district  organized 
under  this  act.  The  town  committee  were  Dr.  George  and 
Geo.  B.  Morgan.  They  report  of  this  district  that  it  has  been 
under  the  control  of  a  board  of  education  for  the  year,  and 
submit  its  report. 

The  board  of  educatiou  consisted  of  Orreu  Moore.  Leonard 
Rowell,  Alfred  Story,  Robinson  Brown,  Samuel  M.  Christie, 
and  Edwin  Fletcher.  They  make  the  first  report  of  the  board, 
and  it  is  for  only  one  term.  If  more  schooling  was  had  that 
year  in  the  change,  it  failed  to  be  reported.  The  following- 
persons  have  served  on  the  board  :  Geo.  P.  Hadley,  2d,  David 
Grant,  L.  H.  Stark,  Samuel  L.  Gerould,  D.  A.  Taggart,  Eli- 
phalet  Richards,  E.  B.  Elanders,  Kendrick  Kendall,  D.  B.  Aus- 
tin, T.  R,  Butterfiekl,  O.  B.  Pierce,  H.  M.  Campbell,  E.  A. 
Blaisdell,  Samuel  Upton,  Joseph  S.  Thompson,  Selwin  T.  Mar- 
tin, Frank  Blaisdell,  Fred  K.  Hazen,  P.  H.  Stark,  W.  U.  Carl- 
ton and  Ernest  Johnson. 

It  is  no  disparagement  to  the  other  members  of  the  board  to 
say  that  the  Rev.  Mr.  Gerould  was  an  active,  influential  and 
helpful  member.  He  had  served  on  the  town  committee  as  early 
as  1871,  and  became  a  member  of  this  board  in  1880,  continu- 
ing to  serve  until  his  removal  from  the  town  in  1887.  His 
influence  was  felt  in  the  improvement  of  the  school.  He  per- 
fected a  course  of  study,  and  classified  the  scholars  according 
to  their  attainments,  drafted  rules  for  the  government  of  the 
school,  encouraged  the  enactment  by  the  town  of  a  truancy  law, 
and  prepared  the  annual  reports  of  the  board. 

The  new  school-house  was  completed  and  opined  for  use  in 
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time  for  the  winter  term  of  1874-5.  Three  rooms  were  fitted 
up.  Only  two  were  occupied.  James  Woodbury,  of  Frances- 
town,  and  Miss  Mardie  L.  Story  were  the  teachers,  with  101 
scholars.  They  were  succeeded  in  the  summer  term  of  1875  by 
Mr.  Charles  H.  Jones  and  Miss  Josie  Cram  of  Weare.  The 
winter  term  were  under  the  same  teachers.  "  A  third  school 
was  taught  four  hours  each  day  by  two  scholars  from  the  upper 
room."  The  year  1876  found  three  schools  established,  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Jones  and  Miss  Anna  M.  Rowell  teachers. 

The  summer  term  of  1877  was  taught  by  Mr.  Stephen  S. 
Bean,  Miss  Ella  F.  Sanborn  and  Miss  Rowell.  In  the  winter 
term,  Mr.  Bean  was  succeded  by  Mr.  Frank  McCutcheou, 
Miss  Sanborn  by  Miss  Anna  C.  Rogers. 

The  same  teachers  taught  the  summer  term  of  1878.  The 
winter  term  was  taught  by  Mr.  Isaac  F.  Sawyer,  Miss  Mary 
J.  Brown  and  Miss  Rowell.  In  1879  a  new  departure  was  made 
and  only  female  teachers  were  employed.  Miss  Lilla  O.  Cres- 
sey  succeeded  Mr.  Sawyer.  Miss  Rowell  was  compelled  by 
failing  health  to  resign,  and  Miss  Carrie  E.  Page  took  her  place. 
Three  terms  were  taught  this  year.  The  same  teachers  taught 
through  the  second  term.  With  the  third  or  winter  term  Miss 
Brown  gave  place  to  Mrs.  George  Hooper. 

Previous  to  this  year  a  tuition  school  had  been  taught  each 
fall  with  perhaps  one  exception.  The  effort  to  run  the  school 
with  female  teachers  only,  was  not  satisfactory  and  the  next 
year,  1880,  Mr.  H.  A.  Remick  was  placed  in  charge,  with  Miss 
Mary  Campbell  in  the  middle  school  and  Mrs.  Hooper  in  the 
primary.  Three  terms  in  the  year  was  now  an  established  fact. 
The  only  change  in  teachers  in  1881  was  the  substitution  of 
Miss  Carrie  E.  Page,  for  Mrs.  Hooper.  Mr.  Remick  taught 
through  the  year  1882.  Miss  Campbell  one  term  and  was  suc- 
ceeded by  Miss  Clara  C.  Gutterson,  and  at  same  term  Miss 
Page  was  succeeded  by  Miss  Cynthia  Worthley.  In  1883  Mr. 
Remick  taught  one  term  and  was  folllowed  by  Miss  Julia  Brig- 
ham.     Miss  Alice  Taggart  succeeded  Miss  Gutterson. 

The  first  decade  of  the  united  districts  is  now  complete.  It  be- 
gan in  the  midst  of  disorder  and  angry  strife.  It  ends  in  peace 
and  harmony.    The  Piscataquog  is  no  longer  a  line  of  separation 
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between  north  aud  south.  It  moves  peacefully  along,  bridged 
with  friendly  competition  aud  mutual  good  will,  aud  each  suc- 
cessive year  cemeuts  more  firmly  the  bond  of  union. 

The  second  decade  began  with  1884.  It  found  the  house 
built  and  paid  for.  Its  work  has  been  to  keep  it  in  repair,  en- 
large its  accommodations  and  improve  the  school.  In  addition 
to  the  improvements  upon  the  lot  and  building  already  men- 
tioned, in  1885  instruction  in  singing  was  introduced,  the  ex- 
pense for  a. teacher  being  paid  for  by  private  contribution.  It 
is  now  an  established  fact  in  the  school,  sustained  from  the 
public  fund,  and  almost  every  scholar  on  reaching  the  high 
school,  cun  read  music  as  readily  as  the  multiplication  table. 
Miss  Addie  Grant  was  the  first  teacher  in  singing  aud  was  suc- 
ceeded in  1892,  by  Miss  Mabel  Austin. 

In  1886  singing  books  were  supplied  to  the  school,  the  course 
of  study  revised  and  diplomas  prepared  for  those  completing 
the  course.  lu  1887  a  valuable  anatomical  chart  was  procured. 
In  1 88i»  an  improved  series  of  text  books  were  adopted.  The 
high  school  purchased  for  itself  two  dictionaries,  an  astronomi- 
cal and  geographical  chart,  and  the  board  of  education  present- 
ed it  with  Johnson's  Encyclopedia.  In  1890  an  Encyclopedia 
of  English  Literature,  Brown's  Grammar  of  Grammars,  and  a 
Universal  Dictionary  were  added  to  its  library,  and  an  air  pump 
and  some  other  philosophical  apparatus  procured.  It  also 
raised  and  has  since  kept  floating,  the  national  banner. 

During  this  year  the  system  of  free  text  books  was  intro- 
duced and  additional  school  money  has  been  cheerfully  and  lib- 
erally granted.  In  1886,  $100  ;  in  1887,  $300  ;  in  1888,  $500  ; 
in  1889,  $100;  in  1890,  $400;  in  1891,  $500,  and  in  1893, 
$1000,  a  total  of  $3000.  During  the  whole  period  intelligent 
and  progressive  teachers  have  been  employed. 

In  1884  Miss  Bessie  Bracket,  Miss  Alice  Taggart  and  Miss 
Cynthia  Worthley  were  the  teachers,  and  continued  through 
1885.  In  1886  Mr.  Luther  M.  Kenniston,  Miss  Lill  Philbrick 
aud  Miss  Taggart  had  charge,  serving  also  through  1887.  In 
1888  the  same  teachers  remained  through  two  terms,  and  a 
fourth  school  was  established  under  charge  of  Mrs.  Kenniston. 
Mr.  ami  Mrs.  Kenniston  and  Miss    Philbrick    resigned    :it    the 


close  of  the  summer  term  and  Mr.  E.  R.  Pearse,  Miss  Clara  A. 
Greer  and  Miss  Addie  Grant,  succeeded  them. 

With  1889  Miss  Alice  Lull  and  Miss  Mary  E.  McLane  suc- 
ceeded Miss  Greer  and  Miss  Grant.  These  teachers  served 
through  1890,  and  in  the  fall  term  of  that  year  a  fifth  school 
was  opened  with  Miss  Mary  Warren  teacher,  and  these  teach- 
ers remained  through  1*91. 

In  1892,  Miss  Lull  was  followed  by  Miss  Lillian  Metcalf, 
Miss  McLane  by  Miss  Mabel  Hunter  and  Mr.  Pearse  by  James 
M.  Cumin. 

In  1898,  Mr.  James  McDougal  succeeded  Mr.  Curran  and 
Miss  Minnie  Ellingwood  Miss  Metcalf. 

This  corps  of  teachers  will  compare  favorably  with  a  like 
number  from  the  city  schools,  and  those  of  the  past  year  are 
the  equals  of  their  predecessors. 

Mr.  McDougal  came  here  a  stranger,  and  has  won  for  him- 
self an  enviable  reputation  as  a  teacher.  He  is  quiet  and  gen- 
tlemanly in  his  manners,  and  scholarly  in  his  attainments,  and 
seeks  to  govern  by  developing  in  his  scholars  self-respect  and 
manly  obedience. 

The  school  has  been  distinguished  for  its  quiet  order  and  dil- 
ligence  in  study.  It  contains  many  excellent  scholars,  and  an 
hour  can  hardly  be  spent  more  pleasantly  anywhere  than  in  that 
room  listening  to  a  well-prepared  recitation,  and  witnessing  the 
quiet  study  and  earnest  attention  of  the  scholars. 

Miss  Ellingwood  took  charge  of  the  grammar  room  when, 
through  frequent  change  of  teachers,  it  had  fallen  into  disorder, 
and  has  succeeded  in  bringing  it  into  good  condition.  Her 
acquaintance  with  normal  methods  of  teaching,  her  experience 
and  natural  aptitude  for  the  work,  fitted  her  for  this  position, 
and  she  has  satisfactorily  filled  the  place.  The  experience  of 
this  room  gives  emphasis  to  the  advantages  of  continued  ser- 
vice. Time  is  necessary  to  enable  a  good  teacher  to  do  the 
best  work.  The  change  of  a  teacher  is  almost  equivalent  to 
the  loss  of  a  term ;  but  that  is  not  the  worst  result.  It  breaks 
into  the  course  of  study,  disturbs  the  progress  of  the  school, 
brings  discontent  and  discouragement,  and  leads  inevitably  to 
the  loss  of  many  of  the  scholars  to  the  school.     Such  has  been 


the  result  here,  five  or  six  becoming  grammar  school  graduates 
who  under  other  circumstances  might  have  enjoyed  the  high 
school  course. 

Miss  Worthley's  twelve  years  of  service  speaks  most  truth- 
fully in  her  behalf,  and  is  conclusive  evidence  of  the  estimation 
placed  upon  her  services. 

Miss  Hunter  has  served  six  terms  with  increasing  success, 
winning  the  love  of  her  scholars  and  respect  and  confidence  of 
their  parents. 

Miss  Warren,  with  three  years  of  service,  slill  remains  "the 
right  person  in  the  right  place."  Her  ambition  is  to  make  each 
term  better  than  the  preceding.  Hence  each  is  good,  the  last 
one  better,  and  the  one  to  come,  the  best.  The  work  of  the 
year  has  been  satisfactory,  and  the  good  reputation  of  the 
school  has  been  sustained.  At  the  close  of  the  spring  term  a 
class  graduated  and  diplomas  were  bestowed  upon  Lizzie  Brown. 
Myrtie  Barnard,  Carrie  Morgrage,  Josie  Page.  Lizzie  Flint, 
Eva  Blaisdell,  Lena  Mudgett,  Fred  Davis,  Will  C.  Moore  and 
George  Scruton.  Following  the  graduation  exercises  was  a  re- 
ception to  the  graduates  of  the  school  at  the  house  of  Dr.  Blais- 
dell, given  by  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Blaisdell  and  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Upton. 
There  was  quite  a  full  attendance  and  many  school  friendships 
were  renewed  and  a  pleasant,  evening  enjoyed. 

A  comparison  of  the  present  with  the  past,  1873  with  1893, 
shows  that  the  district  has  doubled  its  population  and  more  than 
doubled  its  taxable  property.  It  was  then  $235,000,  it  is  now 
$515,894.  Within  the  last  ten  years  there  has  been  added  to 
the  business  of  the  place,  one  drug  store,  one  grocery  store,  a 
shoe  store,  a  millinery  store,  a  bakery,  a  dry  goods  store,  a 
restaurant  and  eighty  dwellings,  and  such  public  improvements 
have  been  made  as  the  rebuilding  of  the  town  hall  and  Congre- 
gational church,  the  construction  of  the  K.  of  P.  hall,  the  erec- 
tion of  the  Methodist  church,  the  repairs  on  the  Masonic  and 
Odd  Fellows'  hall,  the  organization  of  the  precinct  and  the  lire 
department,  the  lighting  of  the  streets,  concrete  sidewalks,  and 
the  introduction  of  water  and  in  harmony  with  this  financial  de- 
velopment has  been  1  lie  growth  of  the  school.  It  has  doubled 
its  membership,  instead  of  two  teachers  we  have  five,  instead  of 
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two  tonus  we  have  three,  instead  of  eighteen  weeks  schooling 
we  have  thirty-two.  The  first  decade  saw  the  school-house 
built  aud  paid  for,  and  an  annual  average  expenditure  for 
school  purposes  of  $1,670,  an  average  per  scholar  of  $15.75. 
The  second  decade  saw  the  house  aud  lot  enlarged,  and  an  an- 
nual expenditure  for  school  purposes  of  $1,888,  or  an  average 
per  scholar  of  $12.9*2. 

Deducting  improvements,  the  average  cost  per  scholar  the 
first  decade  was  $7.00,  the  second  $9.50.  This  difference  is 
more  than  accounted  for  in  the  greater  length  of  school.  We 
have  also  longer  service  of  teachers,  a  greater  number  of  stud- 
ies, more  thorough  instruction  and  more  scholars  completing 
the  course.  We  can  already  see  results.  One  is  in  college, 
another  enters  next  commencement,  one  is  in  Moody's  school 
at  Northfield,  two  are  in  the  Normal  school  at  Plymouth,  sev- 
eral others  have  availed  themselves  of  its  advantages  and  are 
now  doing  good  service  as  teachers,  while  others  are  employed 
as  clerks,  book-keepers,  civil  engineers,  etc. 

The  men  of  the  first  decade  did  well  their  part  in  building  the 
house.  The  men  of  the  second  decade  have  done  well  their 
part  in  developing  the  school  and  improving  its  advantages. 
We  bespeak  of  the  men  of  the  third  decade  equal  liberality,, 
greater  progress,  and  better  results. 

At  our  last  annual  meeting,  the  sum  of  $250  Avas  voted  to 
repair  the  two  primary  rooms.  Each  has  been  sheathed  and 
provided  with  slate  blackboards,  and  the  boards  in  the  other 
rooms  have  been  repaired  and  repainted.  The  expense  exceed- 
ed the  amount  voted,  and  has  been  paid  from  the  tuition  money. 
We  annex  a  condensed  statement  of  the  treasurer's  report, 
and  also  the  roll  of  honor.

REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  BOARD 

OF  THE  TOWN  DISTRICT  OF  GOFFSTOWN. 


In  presenting  our  school  report  we  find  ourselves  in  some 
danger  of  repetition.  Like  Tennyson's  Brook,  "  Men  may 
come  and  men  may  go,  but  our  work  goes  on  forever."  And 
in  this  work  we  find  much  the  same  of  help  and  hindrance  each 
succeeding  year.  In  looking  over  previous  reports  we  find  that 
former  committees  had  trials  and  tribulations  like  ours. 

In  1866  they  say,  "Whispering  is  an  unmitigated  nuisance; 
every  teacher  should  absolutely  forbid  it,  and  the  pupil  who  can 
neither  be  persuaded  nor  compelled  to  refrain  from  it,  should 
be  expelled  from  school." 

This  habit  has  been  a  trouble  to  us  in  the  past  year.  The 
whisperer  is  not  only  himself  idle,  but  he  hinders  those  around 
him  from  studying. 

In  1867  it  was  said  of  the  Center  school,  "Some  learned, 
others  made  no  perceptible  progress ;  some  liked  the  teacher, 
others  cherished  a  very  different  feeling,  and  quite  a  number  of 
pupils  were  taken  out  of  school." 

This  is  a  crying  evil  in  our  town ;  such  a  large  number  of 
parents  are  not  willing  that  their  children  should  obey  reasonable 
rules,  and  the  moment  the  teacher,  in  some  cases,  asks  for  order 
or  obedience  she  is  left  with  empty  benches.  Four  or  five  schools 
the  last  year  have  been  nearly  or  quite  broken  up  that  way. 

In  1868  it  was  said  of  one  school,  "For  some  reason  the 
scholars  in  this  district  never  make  rapid  progress." 

This  is  now  true  of  every  school  where  the  parents  set  them- 
selves solidly  in  the  way  and  prevent  the  schools  going  along 
smoothly. 
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We  wish  things  could  be  different  and  that  all  who  have 
scholars  to  send  might  realize  how  little  we  can  accomplish  with- 
out their  support  and  sympathy. 

We  are  very  thankful  to  all  who  have  aided  us  and  upheld 
the  teachers.  Much  has  been  accomplished  in  the  past  three 
terms ;    more  might  have  been  had  all  worked  together. 

In  regard  to  text  books  and  school  supplies,  we  find  that 
about  one  dollar  per  year  for  each  pupil  furnishes  everything 
needed,  also  charts,  maps,  chalk,  etc.  We  think  this  must  be 
much  less  than  parents  paid  under  the  old  system. 

As  the  independent  district  has  this  year  an  historical  report, 
we  present  a  few  items  in  regard  to  the  beginnings  of  the  school 
in  our  town.     Time  has  not  permitted  an  extended  research. 

This  town  was  originally  occupied  by  two  very  desirable 
classes  of  emigrants.  On  the  north  side  of  Piscataquog  river 
settlements  were  made  almost  wholly  by  men  of  English  de- 
scent from  the  New  Hampshire  towns  near  the  sea  or  the  north- 
erly part  of  Massachusetts,  while  south  of  the  river  farms  were 
cleared  and  homes  made  by  descendents  of  those  who  endured 
the  siege  of  Londonderry  and  in  1719  settled  in  Derry,  N.  H. 

After  our  ancestors  had  become  fixed  in  their  new  homes 
they  turned  their  attention  to  providing  means  for  the  education 
of  their  children  in,  at  least,  the  rudiments  of  knowledge,  read- 
ing, writing  and  arithmetic.  In  1693  this  state  passed  a  law 
that  towns  of  fifty  families  should  hire  a  master,  the  parents  to 
pay  him  if  able,  if  not,  the  town  to  meet  the  bill.  Schools 
were  then  usually  kept  in  churches. 

In  1719  the  law  was  amended,  making  the  selectmen  school 
officers.  Only  masters  could  teach.  Where  there  were  no 
schools,  children  were  taught  at  home  or  by  a  traveling  master. 
In  1769  towns  began  to  hire  school  dames,  paying  them  two 
shillings  per  week  and  board.  This  you  will  remember  was  in 
paper  money,  the  value  of  which  depended  on  the  party  in  pow- 
er. Massachusetts  redeemed  a  lot  of  her  money  at  the  rate  of 
11  to  1.  New  Hampshire,  following  her  into  the  bog  of  infla- 
tion, was  forbidden  by  parliament  to  issue  any  more  paper  cur- 
rency. 

In  those  days  children  read  in  the  New  England  Primer,  old- 
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er  ones  iu  the  Bible.  Parents  wrote  out  arithmetic  rules  which 
were  learned  by  rote.  The  Revolution  almost  wholly  killed  out 
the  schools,  but  after  that  they  revived  again  being  kept  in  pri- 
vate houses,  the  town  house  or  school  houses  built  by  the  people. 
We  cannot  find  that  the  towns  were  empowered  to  build  until 
1805  after  which  sub-districts  were  formed  and  houses  built. 
Some  of  the  school  books  of  a  century  ago  were  Alexander's  or 
Murray's  grammars,  Pike's  arithmetic  and  Morse's  geography, 
the  readers  were  the  American  Preceptor  and  Columbian  Orator. 
One  of  the  first  reference  books  was  Perry's  dictionary. 

Before  teachers  were  paid  by  public  money  some  of  our 
grandmothers  turned  an  honest  penny  by  teaching  the  children 
of  their  neighbors  at  so  much  a  head,  often  attending  to  their 
household  duties  while  the  children  learned  their  lessons,  per- 
haps letting  the  hum  of  the  spinning  wheel  mingle  with  the  mur- 
mur of  the  children  at  their  tasks,  or  the  mistress  might  hold  a 
baby  with  one  hand,  while  with  the  other  she  guided  some  little 
pupil  in  making  his  pot  hooks  and  trammels. 

As  near  as  we  can  learn,  many  of  the  sub-districts  had  sub- 
stantially the  same  boundaries  eighty  or  ninety  years  ago  as  now 
while  several  of  the  old  school  houses  are  yet  in  existence,  one 
only  (the  Mountain)  retaining  its  old  wooden  seats,  the  aisles 
slanting  up  the  back  row  with  a  long  plank  seat  for  the  higher 
benches.  Many  of  the  old  instructors  were  not  only  teachers 
but  masters,  compelling  obedince  by  the  unsparing  use  of  the 
rod.  In  1808  the  state  passed  a  law  creating  the  office  of 
superintending  committee.  In  1829  prudential  committees  be- 
gan to  be  chosen.  Fifty  years  ago  lady  teachers  received  sev- 
enty-five cents  or  a  dollar  per  week  for  teaching,  boarding 
round  among  the  scholars.  For  a  time  this  town  was  divided 
into  fifteen  districts.  We  are  indebted  to  several  publications 
for  a  part  of  the  above  facts.
